Light from inuon nnd stars nud from 


the aurora also relieve the dui'kness. 
Optical phenomena of great variety, 
beauty and complexity are common. 
Solar and lunar haloes nnd coronae 
and mock slins ami moons are often 
seen. Auroras seem to be less com- 
mon and less brilliant in the antarctic 
than In the arctic. Sunset nud sunrise 
colors within Iho polar zones arc de- 
scribed as being extraordinarily bril- 
liant and impressive. 


Thus (lie north polar summer, lu spile 


of Its drawbacks, Is In some respects a 
pleasant and healthful season. But the 
polar night is monotonous, depressing, 
repelling, an 
everlastingly 
uniform 


sno<v covering, rigidity, lifelessncss, si- 
lence, except for the howl of the gale 
or the cracking of the ice. 


Small wonder that Ihe polar ulght 


has 
sometimes 
unbalanced 
men's 


minds. 
The first effects are often a 


strong desire for sleep and 
Indiffer- 


ence. 
Later effects have been sleep- 


lessness and nervousness, tending in 
extreme cases to Insanity, anaemia, 
digestive troubles. 


Extraordinarily low winter tempera- 


tures arc easily borne If the air Is dry 
am! still. 
Nausen notes "not very 


cold" nt R temperature of 22 degrees 
when the nir was still. Another arctic 
explorer at 9 degrees says, "It is too 
warm to skate." 


Zero weather seems pleasantly re- 


freshing If clear aud calm. But high 
relative humidity and wind, even a 
light breeze, give the same degree of 
cold a penetrating feeling of chill 
which may be unbearable. Thus the 
damper air of spring and summer usu- 
ally seems much colder than the drier 
air of winter, although' the tempera- 
tures may be tho same. When exposed 
directly lo Ihe air, the Eklu burns aud 
blisters, the lips swell and crack. 
Thirst has been much complained of 
by polnr explorers aud Is surely due to 
the active evaporation from the warm 
body into the dry, relatively cold air. 


There Is no doubt that polar air Is 


singularly free from micro organisms, 
t fact which is due chiefly to lack of 
communication wilh other parts of the 
world; hence diseases which'are com- 
mon lu temperate zones, colds among 
them, are rare.

We bought a sninll bundle of time 


sticks. 
The sticks,-each of which is 


thirty-two 'Inches long, are used, as 
their name more or less .implies, for 
the purpose of measuring time. 
For 


use by day some are especially made, 
•while ofhera for service by night are 
particularly'constructed. 


Each burns during a period of twelve 


hours? Of these "King Alfred's can- 
dles," as some of our party termed 
them, we bought two and from n'print- 
ed circular or advertisement which 
was at the same time handed to us by 
the man who sold them we learned 
the following particulars: 


The materials from which these time 


measuring slicks are made are pre- 
pared according to the directions of; 
the official or iuiperlnl astronomers or 
astrologers. 
The 
duration of each 


time stick Is adjusted according to the 
clepsydra or water clock, so that the 
time which it Indicates when burning 
may be regarded as correct. 


Time sticks whlch-aro manufactured 


to mark the hours of the day must be 
lighted at day dawn, when the lines 
ou the palm of the hand are Just vis- 
ible, while Ihosc which arA constructed 
to. mark the hours of the night must 
be lighted nt dusk, when the lines ou 
tlie palm of the hand are not discern- 
ible. 
Knch stick when burning must 


be placed In n perpendicular position. 
It Is also necessary that It should be 
placed In a room free from currents 
of nir.—Youth's Companion.

Treeless Waste*. 


One of the most Interesting of arctic 


birds is the snow banting or polar slug- 
lug bird. A native of Spitsbergen ""d 
Nora Zetnbla, its short, agreeable notes 
J.miid doubly sweet when heard in 
these treeless wastes.

The stales whose legislatures meet 


next January are Georgia, Kentucky, 
^luryland, -Ma^achui-eLid, Mississippi, 
New Jersey, New York. Oliio, Khoile 
Ulnnii, South L'arulinti, and Virginia. 
\Vhal these stales have done In the 
way of railroad »U|*r vision or regulation 
limy be brlelly summarised ui follow*: 


The Ueor^ia railroad commission has 


been asked lo order a'2-cenl fare per 
uille passenger fitrc bill. 


Kentucky has done uoltiltig. Mary- 


liind lias pn-sed a law compelling Ihu 
railroads in lhat stale tu sell mileage 
books at 2 cents a mile. Massachusetts 
bus beeu passive. 


In .Mississippi Ihe railroad 
com- 


mission has ordered 2-ceut fare books 
on the iuiercbaiigenble mileage basis. 
New Jersey has passed * 2-ceut fare 
bill. It also created a board of railroad 
commissioners with powers about as 
great as lho»e of other stales. 


New York has passed what is proba- 


bly the uiost drastic aud far-reaching 
measure for tbe control and regulation 
of nubile service corporations, the pub- 
lic utilities bill. Its provisions are too 
well known to necessitate repetition 
here, but It apijeara to cover every op- 
eratiou aud act of wblcb a public ser- 
vice corporatiou is capable. 
It defines 


rebating, discrimination aud other Il- 
legal acts, adequate service and facili- 
ties, juet aud reasonable rates; It abol- 
ishes free passes, wllh a few specificex- 
cepfiuus; it empowers a couiiulsslou to 
exercise control over the acquisition of 
one railroad corporatiou by another, 
and, 110811;, ft provides penalties for 
violations if Its provisions that are 
more severe tbau auy previously in ex- 
istence, 


Also, ori May '23, by a vole of 37 to 9, , 


tbe Senate passed au assemblyiuau's 
bill, Uxiug the maximum rate for pas- 
senger transportation on auy steam 
railroad Iu tbe Mate at 2-ceutsa mile. 
1'hla was vetoed by the governor. 


Ohio baa also passed a 2 cent fare 


bill. -Rhode island has done nothing. 
South Carolina passed a 2J-ceut meas- 
ure Iu tbe House, but a vote of 2o to 14 
defeated it in .tbe Senate. In 1896'Vir- 
ginia authorized her state corporatiou 
cum tuition to take evidence ou tbe ad- 
visability of enacting a 2-cent passenger 
fare law. This report baa not yet been 
submitted. 


So It may be seen that tbe great bulk 


of the legislation, which has been di- 
rected against corporations, has beeu 
passed by tbe elates whose law-making 
bodiea bold uo session next January. 


It is a ijueation whether the conser- 


vative course puraued. by most of the 
11 states above named is au indication 
of what they maj do iu January, 1908, 
or whether they will adopt, the more 
drastic policies of such Btatea aa -Min- 
nesota, Missouri or Nebraska.

Skimming a rirer for a living may

Then is one lu- 
dlvldual, at least, Iu' the French capi- 
tal, wbo makes tt bli dally business to 
skini tbe Seine. He Is out -at earl; 
morulug ID an old flat bottomed boat, 
»rmed with a skimming pan. Wltb 
this lie skims off the surface of the riv- 
er tbe grease which collect* there dur- 
lug tbe night, which be disposes of to a 
soap factory. Generally be makes a 
quarter or so b; his morulug's work, 
which enable* him to live. 


Iu Paris also there Is a number of 


people wbo make a living out of waste 
corks, which tbey Huh fruui tbe Seine. 
Tbey collect ou the river bank at day. 
break, each wllh a short pole, at tbe 
eud of which Is a small Improvised 
uet. They eet lo work lo gather In the 
floating corks, subsequently selling 
them to Ihu cork merchants Iu tbe 
neighborhood. 
' 


There are about a score or so of these 


cork fishermen who have formed them- 
selves lulo a sort of craft, aud who 
guard their Interests jealously. If they 
catch sight of a stranger netting corku 
they fall on him in a body. Only re- 
cently tbe police rescued one of these 
novices barely in time to save his lift. 


The «weeplug« of a floor might well 


be considered asm much waste; yet, 
through i lire In London recently, 
which consumed a quantity of sweep- 
Ings stored In the basemeut a certalu 
ttrui lost several thousand dollars. 
The heap of duat and rubbish con- 
tained silver filings, which It was in- 
tended to extract later ou. 


This li done regularly at all works 


where silver or gold Is used. In gold 
refiners1 premises even Ihe soot In the 
chimneys li not allowed to be treated 
as waale, It Is found lo contain mluute 
particles of (he precious metal, -which 
are far too valuable to be lost. 


In places where flisep are bred ex- 


teuslvely one Irequetal; sees little bits 
of wool adhering to briers aud hedges, 
These are ao longer regarded as waste, 
r-roru such wool rubbish, whether com- 
Inn from sheep or goats, valuable oil li 
now extracted.—Chicago Tribune.

One copy bears 
the date of Dec. 19, llaS, the flrat year 
In which the paper was published, aud 
"Numb. 27." 


Tlie other Is dated Oct. 27, 1781, aud 


it Is "No. 1048;"-a-little moderu pro- 
gress having come Iu. Quaiut aud old 
fasbloued are these papers,' with the 
loug "a," the worda misspelled, accord- 
ing (o our ataudarda, mid a profusion of 
capital!. 


At the time of the older copy auyoue 


who doubts that these colonies were 
loyal to the King may have bis doubts 
set at rest by a glance at a letter de- 
scribing the capture from the Freuch of 
Kort "Du Queaue." 
The victors found 


"a prodlfctoua Quantity uf old Carriage 
Iron, Barrels of Guns, about a Cart- 
load of Scalping Knives, iu." 


The report .further aays that "Mr. 


Batfe li appointed to preach a Tbauks- 
fivluK Sermon for tbe Superiority of 
His Majesty's Arms." 


In a letter from Londou reference Is

Tbe copy of 1781 is of a different lone, 


as the Revolutionary. War was theu Iu 
progress. It contains a deacripttou of 
an action at Kutaw Hprlug In South 
Carolina aud makes au announcement 
as follows: "Last Wednesday-Attost 
uoou arrived In this Harbour, CapUint 
Love I, of tbe Schooner Adventure, from 
York-Hirer, In Chesapeake Ba;(wbict 
he left the 20th Instant) aud brought 
us the glorious Newt of tbe Surrender 
of Ix>rd Cornwalll* aud hla Ami; 
Prisoners of War, to the allied Army 
under tbe command of our Illustrious 
Oeueral, aud the French Fleet uader 
the command of hla Excellency the 
Count deOraffe." 


Thli copy contains a report and a 


proclamation,

Ureene, and various other announce- 
menlB, among which ia this: "On Mon- 
day last was married In this town, Mr.

The Mercury of I75S wa« published 


•very Saturday, was a four-page sheet, 
13) Indies by 16], aud wai printed by 
one James Franklfu. . 


In 1781 Ibe Mercury was enlarged to 


18 Inches by 11, although it cuutalued 
uo more pagt*, aud Henry Barber was 
tbe printer. 


We an always pleased to bear of old 


copies of tin MERCUKY, but the two 
Issue* mentioned above are doubtless 
facsimiles of the old papsra. One was 
Iseued by us In 1858, when the MEK- 
CUKY was 100 years old, and the other 
In 18S1. The particular reason for our 
reissue of tbe paper In 1S81 was because 
tbe original contained (lie notice of the 
surrender of Lord Coruwallls at York- 
town, aud was In all probability the 
Oral paper In the world to publish this 
Important piece of news.

"Tbe old-lime tripod aud kettle ove 
an open lire of brush and logs is au uu- 
liaudy means of cooking, for a sudden 
gu=t of wind wilt blow the smoke aud 
sparks In all directions, and dlsfip 
the heat a9 well. 


"The up-to-date campers will make 


a moue stove. This holda the fire .with 
m the stone enclosure, aud returns tbe 
grater part of the heat, which in Ihe 
opeu tire is blowing to the four wind« 
»ud giving very little beuelit to the 
pot. 


"Flat sloues should be used in the 


construction of this stove, 
and if 


possible to gel some clay from the bei: 
ol a brook it can be used in place ol 
cement for sealing the joints. ThiJ, ol 
coui.--e, will make the lira burn belter, 
as the only draught will then enter at 
the bottom or doorway, through which 
the slicks are fed to ihe lire. 


"These duunvays or draught holes 


should be made ou two or three sides 
ol the stove, aud when oue Is lu u«e the 
others may be closed or left open, ac- 
cording to I be strength of tbe wind and 
the direction from which it is blowing. 


"The pot should be hung on the 


ridge-pole to Ibal u touches the top of 
the stove and holds In the heat. 
Fish 


may be filed in a pan or broiled much 
beller than over au ojieu lire, aud wat- 
er can be boiled quicker and coffee 
made easier. 


"This stove cau Le'iuade either rouud 


or square, and if bricks are available 
for use they will be better than sloues, 
ai tbe joints are closer, and they are 
not so ungainly to handle. 
Over the 


•love a ridge-pole or bar should be sup- 
ported ou a yoked slick at oue eud, aud 
twin-stick tripod at the other. 
The 


yoked orcrotched stick is imbedded lu 
the ground, or II cau be the sawed oil 
Elumpof a small tree. The lower ends 
of the twin sticks should be let iuto 
thegrouud for a loot or eighteen inch- 
ee, BO that the rldge-barcan he removed 
without its support falling over, 


"Always build a stove In the" shade, 


for It will not burn so well If the sun 
playa ou it. In rainy weather a cano- 
py over the stone stove will keep It dry 
aud cause It to burn better than If ex- 
posed to the'elemeuts."—From Har- 
per's Outdoor Book for Boys.

But the views of these college 
presidents, practical men, every oue of 
them, wllh largo experience in the de- 
veloping of youlli, with broad knowl- 
edge of life, aud a keen outlook upon 
the essentials of living, ought to im- 
press upon the narrowest uiiud that 
education Is a failure which has taught 
nothing more than how to get a liveli- 
hood.—New Bedford Slaudard.

Interviewed by a correspondent in 


Loudou regarding the projected battle- 
ship cruise, Col. Robert M. Thompson, 
formerly of the United States Navy. 
made a suggestion thut deserves to be 
carried out. It is thai the comninnd of 
such a fleet of vessels should be in- 
trualed to an Admiral. Otherwise the 
American otlicer would be the juuior 
In rank of 'the coraman'uer of any 
foreigu fleet which might be met by 
the battleships in ports visited. 


The observation is mi excellent one 


and could be met by tlie simple pro- 
cess of appointing Admiral Dewey to 
the supreme command ol the battle- 
ship Heet, with Rear Admiral Evaus 
as second.

American fleet 
an enthusiastic reception everywhere, 
aud should it be decided liunliy to 
semi the ships to pny u friendly visit 
to Japanese porls who could be more 
fittingly bearer of cordial greetings 
from the President of the Uuiled States 
to the Emperor of Japau than Admiral 
Dewey? 


If popular opinion were consulted on 


this poiiit there is not room for the 
shadow of n doubt as to what the deci- 
sion would be. The 
entire uallou 


would be unanimous In favoring Ad- 
miral Dewcy's appointment to the 
command ofthe battleship fleel. Even 
the Evening Po.il would 
probably 


abnndon for ouce Its attitude of un- 
compromising opposition lo everybody 
and everything nud would deign lo ap- 
prove Ihe people's choice. Thus Ad- 
miral Dewey's appolulm?nt would 
proven bond ofmilou between jingoes 
and niiti-jingcea. This is "a consum- 
mation devoutly to bo wished," eo the 
President need uotliesllntc, and should 
not delay, to make the appoluliueul.
